! least 25 per cent, it was learned today.

In some sections, it is said the increase sought will be as high as 39 per 


' cent. 
' 
The per cent average increase mentioned is known to have been spoken 


; of as a minimum as far back as the end of last year, before the demands of 


i the railway employes unions had become insistent. Today it is the distinct 


j impression here that they wilt ultimately get an increase in pay and this may 


be used as a leverage by the railroad executives to add to their original 
hgrues. 


Nevertheless, there was a ground- 


swell of optimism noted here today, 
apparently based upon the publication 
of the series of white house docu- 
ments. In one of these President Wil- 
son both implied aad expressed the 
hope of a settlement of the railway 
rate and wage question to the satisfac- 
tion of all hands, including the public. 


The impression of 
the 
president 


was based upon sections 301 and 307 
of the Cummms-Esch bill, under the 
provision? of which the railroads were 
last night given back to their private 
owners. 
Section 301 provided for a 


bi-partisan wage board of carriers 
and employes. Section 307 provides 
for a labor board, of which the public 
will be represented to adjust both 
rates and wages 


These boards, it was 
understood 


here today, will be appointed immedi- 
ately, the bi-partisan body first, at the 
request of the president, and as soon 
afterwards as possible, 
the 
labor 


board with its carefully chosen pub- 
lic representatives. 


Many economist statesmen here ex- 


press themselves as not so optimistic. 
They insist any increase in freight 
rates will inevitably have to be paid 
by the public, board or no board. 
President Wilson is quoted as having 
stated some week's ago that an in- 
crease m freight rates at this time 
would not be in the public interest 
and conditions they observe have hi 
no wise changed.
